“Tine,” it must. be observed, is the wife 
of ‘*Havelaar,”-and Max is their only child, 
Notwithstanding, the remonstrances of* the 
wife, the Agssistant-Resident. of Rankus- 
Betong sends an official letter of coniplaint 
to Slymoring, the Resident of Bantam, 
dated February 24, 1856, agaiust the Regent 
of Lebak; Radden Adinipatti, Karta Natta 
Negara... He previously endeavoured to 
bring the Regent to a sense of his duty to 
the people by private advice, but that fail- 
ing; he accused him officially ‘of disposing 
unlawfully “of the labour of. his ‘subordi- 
nates,” and suspected him ‘of extortion 
while. exacting products in naturd without 

aymont, “or at prices arbitrarily fixed,” 
‘Max Havelasr” was guilty of doing his 
duty; aud it was not loug before.he was 
the “late” Assistant-Resident at’ Lebak,. 
He went: to the Governor's iesidence in 
Batavia to obtain « hearing, but ‘his Ex: 
collency had a pain: in his foot” at first; 
then “he had so much todo that’ he had 
been obliged to refusean audience even tothe 
Director-General of Finance ;” next. ‘* His 
Excellency was on the puint of departire 
for Holland, and conll-not-be seen.” He, 
then writes to the Guvernot, and amongst 


other. things tells him that he ‘has sane- 


tioned the system of abnse of powor, of 
plunder ‘and-murder, by which the poor 
Javanese ;sufter.” © The Governor-General 
departed. Ho vetized to the mother conutry 
to rest, and ‘Lavelan” wandered about, 
poor and neglected, | ae 

We have.dwelt on the political aud moral 
features of this book as the most important. 
If the statements contaiued in it are true, 
they ave most dainaging td the - Dutch 
Government. We, who know that ‘in our 
Kastern possessions tortures were inflicted 
by native officials on, Indiwn peasants -in 
order to. extract taxes from them, can:have 
little difficulty in believing’ the statoments 
of Mr Dekker. Directors of ‘our Tndian 
Trading Cumpany flatly denied the state- 


[ments mae in the House of Commons by 


Mr Danby Seymour, of the tortures inflicted 
ou the ryots of the Madras Presidency ; 
but theso slatements were afterwards proved 
to be trae, The Government of Holland 
were made aware, ten years ago, of. the 
condust of the agents of the Dutch Trading 
Company ; but they do pot appear to have 
muide any ‘inguiry into the accusations of 

ion and cruelly brought agiiust the 
oftivii!s of Java. 

We conclude our noticy of this remarka- 
ble ani powerful work with its closing sen- 
tence:

- -PERSUASLON IN. POLITICS, 

An important and honourable elument in 
political cuntroversy soems .ta be. rather 
overlooked in the urgent press of the affiirs 
of the hour, and it happens.to'be that cla: 
ment with which of all others; when affairs 
do become: pressing, we-are least able to 
dispense. The histury of. success, as Mr. 
Disraeli has skid, is the histoty of minoti- 
ties; and itis the business of minorities to 
fun themselves into -majoritiva. The 
process, therefore, must bé worthy of abont 
as niuch attention as anjthing can deserve 
in a world where sonie ininority is for ever 
pushing on to success, The only way by 
which a plain inan would be likely to hope 
to bring people who differ from him round 
to his-own opinions would bo by resurting 
to every reputable device for persuading 
them that their. opinions are wrong or un- 
seusonable, and -that his: own are right, or 
ut least that they furnish the heat feasible 
mode of interpreting pretent facta or getting 
out of a present diffioulty, “There is a cer- 


tain conapicuoua absence of this persuasive | 


humour just now in English politics, Men 
haye tnkoen too much ta“ personal rating.” 
When a-very eminent Liberal says of a very 


-eminien’ Cotservative that he is a ‘‘ bravo,” 


that he has “the soul ofa valet,” and so 
forth, we ‘cannot lelp feeling. that English 
politics arc sinking toa plave that la a good 
deal too low and “too hot'to be quitesate, 
In the samo manner, when an ehemy of 
anouymots journalism thinks the best way 
of. advaticing “his own ideas is to call 
other persons “moral assassins,” .‘stabbets 
in the dark,” and the like, one must'see 
that he*is notin the right path for im- 
proving opinion, whatever may b 
of his particular notion, . ‘To call your op-, 
ponont spicy names-is strongly tempting, 
and to people who ays cursed with the gif- 


‘be the value | 


it is very easy. But after all what does is 
coma to? Huw does it bring you a bit 
nearer. your “end, if that end be auything 
letter and wider than a mere relief of the 
bitterness of your-soul? As a way to the 
“sympathies of other people, it is usually a 
sheer mistake, . Brilliant, dashing, destruc- 
tiye’ oratory or writing is' very charming 
while iv lasts, and one enjoys it ; but then 
one is never.convinced by it, It is amusing 
and delightful, either for persons who have 
already thoroughly-made up ‘their minds, 
or for -thoss who feel no call to make up 
“their minds; ut for a politiciin who is 
honestly solicitous to bring liostile hearers 


‘| or readers round to bis own way of think- 


ing, invective and epigram more often than 
not come back: howe «tu roost. These 
potent und dangervus Weapons only con: 
viuce opponents how much diffrence: there 
is between you, the ‘true object very ob- 
viously beiug to. blind them to the difer- 
gitce, and: to make them very sensible how 
much agreement tliere is. 

Of dazzling critical oratory we have more 
than enough... Mr Lowe is the conawn- 
mate master of it, Nobody else is 0 
thoroughly aduicted to it. Ho is critical 
aud: nothing else.” Lord Cairns, - Lord 
Uranborne, Lord Westbury, Mr Disraeli, 
can by stipremely critical aud destructive, 
but then they. can. be reat when, they 
choosein persuasiveness. © ls it too much 
to say that Mr Lowe dccs not know how to 
bs. persuasive} For example, his offensive 
avid unseagonable onslaught on the priests : 
in last week’s debate’ was enough to make - 
one wish that one could be an Ultramontune . 
privat onesclf, And on too mauy occasions, 
1n_ endeavouring to make: something ‘re- 
ptignant and ridionlous to lig audience, he 
has only succeeded in repelling them from 
anything like sympathy with himeelf, Tho 
same charge would haye béen true against 
Mr Bright not so many -years ago. ‘His 
biting’ philippics against the Lory party at 
atime wheu the Tory ‘party was a much 
loftier’ body than we can now think it, only 
sctved toalienatefrom bim people who would 
vtherwise have been ‘warmly on his. side, 
{tis interesting and niore than a: little 
instructive to vehement politicians of all - 
sorts to contrast thoge: tremendous orations 
with bis id every: way remarkable speech ou 
Ireland last week, ‘Che cheers with which 
the Ministerialists assented to his fatherly 
request that they would not-think him as 
tad as tie had been painted, showed that - 
he'was speaking exactly in that key in which 
an oratur should apeak, wheu be has onough 
confidence jn the wisdom wf what be-is say- 
ing to buliove that it oan stand on‘its own | 
bottom witliout the artificial aid of invective 
and sarcasm, Aga shréwd obsorver' said, | 
he spoke like # man who had the mastery 
of Ins audience as a politician, and there- - 
fore, could afford to dispense with. great . 
efforts. at oratorical mastery, In the old 
days Mr Bright was probably not perfectly 
sure ‘that ‘the’ Tories were such horrible 
folk as he fancied, and he therefore apoke 
very lond by .way of keeping his political 
courage up. About the fully and injustice’ 
of the Irish Church he ‘has ‘no doubé or 
suspicion, and hisspeech becomes moderate | 
ini proportion. as bis conviction is beyond | 
being ‘shaken, ~ Oratocical thunder and 
lightning have their uses in frivhtening 
adversaries when the inan who wields the 
bolt ia, like U'Vonnell, or like Mr Bright 
himself, a personago, the representative of 
a powerful social force. But if you want to 
convince an adversary who is too big and 
in too bumerous company to bo frightened,’ 
itis surely the wisest policy to do as Mr 
Bright did, and-Jay the thunder and -light- 
ning up iv lavender in the oratorical pro- 
perty room, . 

Of course it is very provoking that men 
do not know what is good for then straight. 
way when it is faced: under their eyes, and 
tha- world would: work much smoother if 
they had this happy faculty. But ay it is, 
ag they*liave no blessed intuition of this 
sort, why not admit that persuasiveness in 
everybody who has got anything to say that 
he thinks.it well the world should hear is 
nothing short‘of a downright duty? An 
odéasional.snirl at an exceptionally obtuse 
Person, one whom bis own side knew to be 
obtuse, or av exceptivnally: broken-down 
argument whielt the peaple who use it half 
suspect to be broken down, -is the Hmit 
which the representative of a decided mi- 
hority.should fix for himself.in the -way of 
temper. Lf yondike being in a minority — 
and there wre peuple with this ‘queer pro- 
punsity—then, and then only, is it safe to 
hit out at thé obstinate inajority as if it had 
no friends. . Otherwise, let us haveas much 
stright and hard hitting as is possible, but 
not Jet us hayé any hitting below the belt. 
This kind of-blow does not by any meaus 
convines the wavering bystander that’ you 
ure the stronger man of the two, and it does 
convince bim that you are a savage, whether 
fliv rightinl champion or not. . The strong. 
or the-projudieos against: which a reformer 
lai to contetid, the moro irritating they are 
o'wionsly, if he is in earnest ; but then tho 
nore carefully should he not allow hiniself 
to be irritated, or at least not allow his irti- 
tation tu be geen. Of course. this is com: 
thouphaco, only it is as-neglected as most 
good commouplaces are. . Tho conversion 
of. Mv. Bright to this view of policy is too 
important an oveut not to remind us, of ib 
very strikingly and very agrevably.. He - 
showed the other night that it is posaible to 
feel-very strongly, to desire somethivig very 
ardoutly, and to “talk .to thy people “who 
kcep him out of it coolly and considerately; 
and, what is more, by this process ty come 
lntich nearor getting it than by railing -at 
them.--Pall Mall Gazette, .
